Five hundred large capacity flat cars have been purchased 
at a cost of $295,000.00. The cars were acquired under an 
Equipment Trust Agreement, providing for a cash payment of 
$29,500.00, and the balance to be paid in twenty equal semi- 
annual instalments, with interest at 4^ per cent, per annum. 

The report of the Vice-President, accompanied by detailed 
statements of the operations of the Company, summaries of the 
accounts, and statistics relating to the business of the year, is 
appended.

The percentage of expenses to earnings was 79.35 per cent, 
as compared with 7945 P er cent, in the preceding year, a decrease 
of .10 per cent. 
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The percentage of improvements included in operating ex- 
penses, to the earnings, was 5.24 per cent., as compared with 
8.91 per cent, in the preceding year. 

The percentage of ordinary expenses, to the earnings, was 
74.11 per cent, as compared with 70.54 per cent, in the preceding 
year. 



TRAFFIC. 

The number of tons carried one mile was 263,692,229, a 
decrease of 16,379,257; the earnings per freight train mile were 
$1.74, an increase of 2 cents, and the earnings per ton per mile, 
0.95 cent, an increase of 0.03 cent. 

The number of passengers carried one mile, 48,658,961, shows 
an increase of 3,196,769; the earnings per passenger train mile, 
$1.06, same as previous year, and the earnings per passenger mile 
2.22 cents, a decrease of 0.06 cent.

MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES. 

Ten miles of track between Brattleboro and South Vernon 
have been ballasted with gravel and surfaced, and two trestles, 120 
and 285 feet in length respectively, on the Second District, have 
been filled in. 

Extensions aggregating 2,584 feet have been made to pass- 
ing tracks, and 7)353 feet of industrial sidings have been laid. 

New 80-lb. steel rail, releasing 75-lb. rail, has been laid in 
track as follows: — - 

4.4 miles between West Hartford and White River Junc- 

tion ; 

2.1 miles from Montpelier Junction south; 

6.5 miles between Georgia and Colchester; 

.2 miles from Province Line south; 

and 2.3 miles of 75-lb. released rail have been relaid on the 
Southern Division. 

The stations at Stanbridge and Highgate Springs, burned 
February 1st and October 17th, 1906, respectively, have been 
rebuilt, and a new station erected at Chambly Canton. 
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A new drop pit has been constructed in the engine house at 
New London, and stalls in the engine houses at Brattleboro and 
White River Junction have been extended to accommodate the 
larger engines now running into those stations. 

New 70-ft. turntables have been installed at New London, 
Brattleboro and White River Junction, and the shorter tables 
released, placed at Barre. Burlington and Williamstown. 

A new 100,000 gallon water tank has been erected at St. 
Albans ; a 44 ft. track scale installed at Bethel ; and new stock 
yards built at Sharon, Northfield, Richmond and Williston. 

New steel bridges have been erected as follows : — 

No. 5, Waterford, 35 feet in length. 

No. 33. Willimantic, 194 feet in length. 

No. 52, Stafford, 78 feet in length. 

No. 89, Millers Falls, 56 feet in length. 

No. 33. Rouses Point. Draw. 203 feet in length. 

Bridge No. 2. East New London, a pile trestle, 328 feet in 
length, and No. 24. Granby, pile trestle, 168 feet in length, have 
been rebuilt.

MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT. 

Motive Power Department: 

Ten new compound consolidation freight engines, purchased 
in June 1906, have been received during the year, and placed in 
service. 

During the year, 76 engines have received heavy repairs, 
and 64 light repairs. Three new tenders have been built and five 
new tenders purchased. 

A number of machines have been purchased, and added to 
the engine repair shop equipment at St. Albans. 
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Car Department : 

Five hundred flat cars of 60,000 lbs. capacity have been 
purchased, and added to the equipment. 

In addition to the regular maintenance and repair work, 
one sixty foot mail car, one flat car, seven refrigerator cars and 
six cabooses have been constructed in St. Albans shop. 

Air brakes have been applied to 187 freight cars and the 
work of equipping all serviceable large capacity cars with air 
brakes is now in progress. 



CONDUCTING TRANSPORTATION. 

The winter was unusually severe. Protracted periods of 
exceedingly low temperature together with the difficulty ex- 
perienced in obtaining coal of good quality, impairing the effi- 
ciency of engines, resulted in congestion from which we did not 
recover until May; and the large number of foreign cars on the 
Line in excess of Central Vermont equipment on other Roads, 
caused an exceptionally large debit car mileage balance.
